WASHING TON—Census Director Du- 
rand issued today the first official state- 


the agricultural statistics for the west- 
ern division of states and territoriés, col- 
lected at the thirteenth decennial United 
States census, April 15, 1910. The west- 
ern division includes Washington, Ure- 
gon, California, Nevada, Idaho, Utah, 
Arizona, Montana, Wyoming, Colorado 
and New Mexico. All of the data in- 
cluded in this statement hage been re- 
ported separately for the states and 
territories named above. 

It is based on a preliminary com- 
parative summary submitted by Dr. Le 
Grand Powers, chief statistician of the 
division of agriculture in the bureau of 
the census. 

It is pointed out in the statement to» 
day that the rates of increase for the 
western division in 1910,as against 1900, 
among the items in the first table, in the

SUCCESSFUL IN 
HER RECORD SWIM 


Young Boston Girl Easily 
Covers Distance From East 
Twenty-Sixth Street, New 
York, to Coney Island 


NEW YORK—Rose Pitonof, the 16- 
year-old swimmer of Boston, succeeded 
yesterday in her attempt to swim from 
East Twenty-Sixth street, Manhattan, 
to Coney Island. Last year she had to 
abandon a similar effort because of ad- 
verse tides, but yesterday, although 
forced at times to swim so far out of her 
course that she is estimated to have 
covered some 21 miles in making the 
distance of 18 miles, she finished strong, 
actually sprinting at the close of her 
long trip. 

Miss Pitonof started at 9:20 a. m. and 
finished at 5.27, being in the water 8h. 
7m. Most of the way she used the breast 
stroke, but for two stretches of the 
journey she resorted to the speedier over- 
hand stroke.

Finance Problem Enters 


“To one who has lived all his life in 
cities, to one who has spent most of his 
days and nights with the men who write 
the great daily papers of the cities, it is 
perfectly evident that 90 out of 100 edi- 
torial writers on the press today are 
men who are in intellectual and sympa- 
thetic revolt against present day condi- 
tions. You will find the average editorial! 
writer a socialist, and as for the reporter 
he is most likely to be an anarchist. The 
reason of this is plain enough. The men 
who make the newspapers are behind the 
scenes—they see the workings of the 
wires—they note the demagogy of poli- 
ticians, they are familiar with the rami- 
fications by which the public service cor- 
porations control the old parties down 
to the smallest offices, and even at times 
finance reform movements, which always 
stop at the election of some respectable 
figurehead or dummy, but never proceed 
to any attack upon the fundamental 
evils of our social and economic system. 

“It is my firm belief that were it not 
for the capitalists at the head of the 
great daily newspapers, if it were pas- 
sible for the men who write the news and 
the editorials of all the newspapers in 
the United States, to take absolute 
charge of their publications and print the 
news exactly as they see it, and write 
their views exactly as ‘they feel them, 
for a space of three days, there would 
be such a revolution in the United States 
of America as would put that of France 

to shame. The only possible reason why 
his might not occur fs that the editorial 
writers and reporters actually believe in 
nothing—not even in the various reme- 
‘dies, rational or wild-eyed, which occa 
sionally, in private, they proclaim.

New Dam Is to Convert Fall! 
of Colorado Waters Into 
Power Supply for Munic- 
ipal and Industrial Uses 


CITY ASSURED OF - 
FILTERED WATER 


OW best to accomplish the re- 
building of the dam across the 
Colorado river at Austin, Tex, 
has been one of the problems 
long held under consideration by Dr. 
A. C. Seott of Dallas. As consulting 
engineer of the city of Austin Dr. Scott 
w. associated in the award of the 
contract for constructing the dam 
W. D. Johnson of Hartford, Conn. Pe 
cording to the agreement, the dam is 
to be completed within two years, and 
when the plant is turned over to and 
the city the first payment 
of $100,000 is to be. made to Johnson. 
Thereafter, for a period of 25 years, 
the sum of $64,800 is each year to be 
paid to him in two semi-annual pay- 
ments of $32,400 each, the total con- 
ideration being about $1,700,000. 


Sale of Power Assured 


A Dallas News representative in dis- 
eussing the undertaking with Dr. Scott 
finds the distinguished engineer’s convic- 
tion to be that with the rebuilding of 
the dam at Austin many large industria] 
enterprises will probably desire to lo- 
cate there in order to take advantage of 
the cheap power that can be obtained. 
There is no power, he says, that can 
compete in cheapness of cost with water. 
Among the enterprises that will prob- 
ably desire to take advantage of this, 
Dr. Scott mentions cotton mills, inas- 
much as Austin is favorably situated 
relative to the large cofton producing 
area of the state and freight shipments 
can be made at a minimum cost. He 
is also satisfied that although but few 
other streams in the state are used 
from the standpoint of taking advant- 
age of the water power, this is mérely 
being neglected and in the course of time 
all of*this power which is now going 
to waste will be conserved.

The city council of Austin has passed 
an ordinance for the rebuilding of the 
dam by William D, Johnson and will 
submit. that ordinance to popular vote 
Aug. 30. The terms of the contract aré 
covered inthe following statement of 
Dr. Seott:

“3. A transmission line is to be built 
from the power house at the dam to the 
present steam plant owned by the city. 
It Is to be new throughout, and all 
equipment in the station at the dam is 
to be so planned and installed that the 
city may operate its steam plant and 
the water plant at the dam together at 
any time it desires to do so. 


Lake Will Be Resort 

“4. The 10,000,000-gallon reservoir, to 
be built under the Johnson proposition 
will hold filtered water for the city water 
supply, to be pumped from the present 
pumping station, and no arrangement 
whatsoever has been made whereby the 
city can pump the lake water into its 
mains or into the reservoir.

A $300,000 passenger station is to be 
erected by the railroad. A new freight 


house will also be built and the Canal 
street grade crossing will be eliminated. 
The development of the Westerly quar- 
ries and “the influx of summer visitors 
to Watch Hill has made the station 
here a busy place.
